E. Ellergodt, of town, who returned 
last week from a visit to the farm of 
his father, H. C. Ellergodt, about nine 
miles south of Castor. “Millions may 
be a little figurative,” he continued, 
“but there are untold thousands, and 
they look like millions to an ordinary 
| observer.” 

| The Ellergodt farm and lake, to- 
| Sooner with Sullivan Lake, about two 
miles away, is one of the wonder 
places of the Dominion every spring 
and fall when the annual migration 
of the geese from end to end of the 
continent takes place, and rivals the 
lamous Jack Miner brickfield near 
Kingsville, Ontario. 

Like his eastern compatriot, Mr. 
Ellergodt, sr.. has made his farm a 
private sanctuary or bird refuge, where 
every spring. countless thousands of 
wing-weary feathered wayfarers find 
rest and Security on their semi-an- 
nual pilgrimage half around the 
world. 

Besides the noble Canada goose, 
which forms the bulk of the immense 
flock, thousands of the white brant 
geese, better known as “wavies.” and 
hundreds of swans. have learned to 
accept the hospitality of Mr. Eller- 
godt, and the sight of countless my- 
triads of migrants at this time of year 
is one never to be forgotten. 

In a couple of weeks the greater 
part of the feathered host will have 
resumed their flight north, but. egch 
year, says Mr. Ellergodt, «a ilafger 
number decide to stay on the islands 
in Ellergodt Lake and bring up their 
families. Last year hundreds nested 
there; and there is no doubt that 
there will be a proportionate increase 
this season. 

Though Ellergodt Lake is closed to 
sportsmen the whole year round. Sul- 
| livan Lake is open for shooting during 
the regular, season,

PROVINCIAL PAPER IN DEMAND

The investing public are in a discrimin- 
ating mood, as a result of certain occur- 
rences in the stock markets last fall. The 
subsidence of the speculative fever en- 
couraged a new appreciation of the desir- 
ability of security coupled with relatively 
small profits. Five per cent bonds look | 
more attractive now than when the pros- | 
pects of doubling one’s money by acflier in | 
Wall Street were more alluring. 

Thanks to this change in the investor's 
standard of values, the Provincial Govern- 
ment obtained within 35 cents of par value 
per hundred for $5,000,000 worth of treas- 
ury bills last week. This is the best price | 
secured by any province in recent years, | 
and is gratifying evidence of the high 
standing of Alberta's credit. 

It is to be supposed the Provincial 
Treasurer will watch for an opportunity to 
translate these temporary notes into long 
term bonds at a correspondingly favorable 
price. Unless there is a revival of specu- 
lation ter than is immediately in 
sight, it should be possible to do that dur- 
ing the financial doldrums of the mid-

THE BIGGEST YET 


The richest well in the Turner valley 
blew in last week. It is said to be the big- 
gest wet gas well in the world, and the ex- 
pectations are that from 800 to 1,000 bar- 
rels of naphtha will be recovered from it 
per day when the separators have been 
connected up. 

In a dozen or more holes in the same 
field the drills are pounding away stead- 
ily toward the limestone, in which the 
naphtha bearing gas is found with a regu- 
larity which reduces the boring of a pro- 
ducing well there almost to the certain- 
ty of a mechanical operation. 

In other Alberta fields, notably that | 
at Wainwright, production in recent 
months has been running far in advance 
of that of a year ago, while drilling is be- 
ing carried on, though on a less extensive 
scale than in the Turner valley. 

The total production of Alberta wells 
is now at the rate of considerably more 
than a million barrels a year, of heavy 
crude, light crude and naphtha. This pro- 
vince is already producing 80 per cent of | 
the total oil output of the Dominion. | 

Yet Canada last year increased its im- | 
portation of oil and kindred products by | 
more than $13,000,000. There is thus in 
the Dominion a market for all the oil that 
is likely to be produced from Alberta wells 
in the measurable future, however rapidly 
development may proceed.

THREE FATAL 
REPORT FROM 
OTTAWA SHOWS 


Need For Care Stressed By | 
Board Of Railway 
e | 
Commissioners 
During the six months’ period end- 
ing March 31, 1930, there were 23 j 
railway crossing accidents in the prov- 
ines of Alberta, three of which proved 
fatal to occupants of the autos which 
were in collision with trains. Not- 
withstanding safety devices and cau- 


tionary signals. these persons took 
unnecessary chances and disregarded 
safety. 


Of the 23 accidents. seven occurred 
within the city I'mits of Edmonton. 

In a booklet issued by the Board of 
Railway Commissioners of Canada, the 
need for educating motor drivers sn 
others to be more careful at crossings 
is stressed and actons of negligent 
motorists throughout Canada for the 
above period are recorded. ~ 

Much Negligence . 

The Canadian Nationa! railways 
rom November 1, 1929, to March 31, 
1930. show 88 cases where there was 
danger at protected crossings due to 
the negligence of motorists and oth-
